I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Public  Health  Service  for  the  year  1967o 

The  Registrar  General'’s  estimate  of  the  population  showed 
an  increase  of  570*  The  new  figure  of  249260  is  the  highest  yet 
recorded  for  Bury  Sto  Edmunds  => 

The  birth  rate  and  the  death  rate  declined  fractionally 
and  the  latter  compared  very  favourably  with  the  corresponding  rate 
for  England  and  Waleso 

There  was  a widespread  epidemic  of  measles  but  the 
incidence  of  other  infectious  diseases  remained  lowo 

Generally  the  standards  of  food  hygiene  in  shops  and  rest“ 
aurants  have  been  maintained  and  a number  of  lectures  upon  this 
subject  were  given  by  your  Public  Health  Inspectorso 

The  importance  of  routine  inspection  of  poultry  has  long 
been  recognised  at  Bury  Sto  Edmunds,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  this  subject  received  attention  on  a much  wider  scale  in  the 
year  under  reviewo  At  the  instigation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
intensive  courses  for  Public  Health  Inspectors  on  "Poultry  Hygiene 
and  Inspection**  were  arranged  at  Technical  Colleges  at  London, 
Bristol,  Newcastle  and  six  other  centres  which  included  Bury  Sto 
Edmunds®  In  this  locality  the  courses  were  arranged  by  the  West 
Suffolk  College  of  Further  Education  in  conjunction  with  the 
Eastern  Centre  of  the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and 
valuable  assistance  was  received  from  Veterinary  Officers  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  from  the  management 
and  staff  of  local  Poultry  Packing  Stations  and  from  the  staff  of 
your  Public  Health  Department®  The  courses  were  very  well 
attended  and  the  assistance  of  all  concerned  is  gratefully 
acknowledged® 

Reference  is  made  in  the  substance  of  this  report  to  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  animals  killed  for  human  consumption  at 
the  slaughterhouses  within  the  town® 

Progress  was  maintained  ’with  the  clearance  of  unfit 
houses  and  with  the  repair  and  improvement  of  other  substandard 
houses® 


A record  attendance  figure  of  more  than  10,000  persons 
was  achieved  at  the  fifth  public  X-ray  survey  which  was  conducted 
by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Easu  Anglian  Regional 
Hospital  Board® 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr®  E®H®  Box  your  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  his  loyal  support  at  all  times  and  for  his 
help  in  the  compilation  of  this  report®

POPULATION:-  The  Registrar  General ®s  estimate  of  the  pop= 
ulation  showed  an  increase  of  570  and  this  was  the  fifth  consec- 
utive year  that  an  increase  has  been  recorded. 


BIRTHS:-  Although  the  actual  number  of  live  births 
registered  was  two  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  the  use  of  a 
higher  population  estimate  produced  a fractional  decline  in  the 
birth  rate  which  at  16.9  per  1,000  of  population  was  slightly 
below  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales.

DEATHS:-  There  was  a slight  decline  in  the  crude  death  ratt,  but 
the  rather  larger  decline  in  the  corrected  death  rate  was  uue  in 
part  to  the  application  of  a more  favourable  comparability  factor. 
The  corrected  death  rate  of  8.0  remained  substantially  belov/  the 
figure  of  11.2  per  1,000  of  population  which  v/as  recorded  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 


Fewer  deaths  occurred  from  heart  and  circulatory  diseases, 
but  more  were  listed  under  the  heading  of  "other  defined  and  ill 
defined  diseases".  Nine  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung 
which  was  the  same  number  as  in  the  previous  year.  There  were 
8 deaths  from  accidental  causes,  5 of  which  were  due  to  motor 
vehicle  accidents.  There  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes, 
but  3 lives  were  lost  from  suicide.

INFANT  MORTALITY:-  The  actual  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age  increased  from  6 in  the  previous  year  to  7 in  the 
year  under  review  but  the  infant  mortality  rate  remained  below 
that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 
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Two  infant  deaths  occurred  from  congenital  malformations,  two  from 
prematurity  and  one  from  bronchopneumonia «

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  is  recorded 
in  the  accompanying  tables. 

Measles s There  was  a widespread  outbreak  of  measles  and  578 
cases  were  notifiedo  The  great  majority  of  the  patients  were  child- 
ren under  10  years  of  age  and  705^  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year.  Although  no  death  from  measles  was  recarded  in 
Bury  Sto  Edmunds  during  this  outbreak  it  is  well  known  that  potentially 
serious  complications  of  measles  are  not  uncommon  and  it  is  for  this 
reason  that  vaccination  against  measles,  using  live  measles  vaccine, 
is  now  advocated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Scarlet  Fevers  Six  cases  were  reported,  most  of  which  were 
very  mild  in  character. 

Food  Poisoning:  A total  of  5 cases  of  infection  with  Salmonella 

typhimurium  occurred  in  2 separate  outbreaks.  In  each  outbreak  the 
infection  was  believed  to  have  been  first  acquired  outside  the  district 
and  then  passed  to  a close  personal  contact.  One  of  the  patients 
infected  with  Salmonella  typhimurium  phage  type  14  has  remained  an 
excretor  of  the  organism  for  many  months. 

Tuberculosis:  Five  (7)  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified 

during  the  year  and  one  death  occurred  from  this  disease.

Mass  X-Ray  Survey:-  The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  East 
Anglian  Regional  Hospital  Board  conducted  the  fifth  public  chest 
X-ray  survey  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 

The  unit  was  stationed  for  a time  at  the  Athenaeum,  at  the 
Community  Centre  on  the  Westley  Estate  and  at  four  separate  industrial 
sites,  and  special  efforts  were  made  to  attract  persons  engaged  in 
food  handling.  The  response  of  the  public  was  very  encouraging  and 
the  total  attendance  of  10,102  persons  exceeded  by  1,900  the  previous 
record  figure  which  was  reached  at  the  last  visit  of  the  unit  in  1962. 
Much  help  was  received  from  the  Press,  from  voluntary  organisations, 
industrial  firms  and  individuals  and  this  is  gratefully  acknowledged.

WATERS-  There  are  6 puhlic  and  private  swimming  pools  within 
the  Borough,  and  samples  taken  from  them  over  the  year  were  all 
satisfaotoryo  In  addition  42  other  water  samples  were  taken 
from  wells,  which,  with  one  exception  were  also  satisfactoryo 
The  one  sample  which  was  unsatisfactory  came  from  a private 
well,  which  after  cleansing,  returned  satisfactory  sampleso 


The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Borough  Surveyors- 


Swimming  Pool:- 

Attendance  at  the  swimming  pool  wag  the  highest  for 
several  years.  During  the  time  that  the  pool  was  open  to 
the  puhlio,  19 i 585  children  paid  for  admisBioa  during  1967 
U7,579  In  1966,  12,257  In  1965)  and  2,915  adults  (2,220  in  1966, 
1,224  in  1965,  and  2,^2  in  1964),  Use  was  made  of  the  pool 
by  schools  and  other  organisations,  and  in  addition  to  the 
figures  given  above  there  were  many  school  children  who 
attended  the  pool  for  tuition. 


Slipper  Baths;- 

The  decline  in  the  use  of  the  slipper  baths  that-  was 
mentioned  in  last  year* a report  has  continued,  the  figures 
for  1967  being  only  595  compared  with  1,086  in  1966  and 
1,223  in  1965o  These  figures  Indicate  the  decreasing 
number  of  houses  without  bathrooms  in  the  town. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposals- 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse 
was  carried  out  regularly  during  the  year.  All  refuse  was' 
taken  to  West  Stow  for  disposal  by  controlled  tipping. 


Sewage  Disposal;- 

All  sewage  from  the  Borough  was  treated  at  Pigeon  Lane 
and  Pornham  Park  and  the  quality  of  the  effluent  flowing 
to  the  River  Lark  was  generally  satisfactory.  The  first 
phase  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  extension  was  commenced 
during  the  year,  this  phase  embodying  "^he  installation  of  micro 
strainers  for  the  purpose  of  further  improving  the  quality 
of  the  effluent,  ; 


Water  Supply;- 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  deep  bores  in  chalk 
and  is  under  the  control  of  the  West  Suffolk  Water  Board, 
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The  rainfall  recorded  at  Pigeon  Lane  during  19^7  V'SS  as  follows: 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD 


Generally  speaking,  the  standard  of  Pood  Hygiene 
maintained  in  the  shops  was  good  throughout  the  area  and  there 
were  few  complaints  received  from  the  general  public  about 
unhygienic  practices  observed  by  them  in  shopso  However  there 
was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  foreign  bodies  found  in  foodo 
In  all  instances  this  was  found,  upon  investigation,  to  be  due 
to  break-downs  in  mechanisation  of  the  plants,  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  report  that  in  the  majority  of  these  cases 
the  department  was  able  to  suggest  means  of  preventing  any 
recurrence  of  the  incident  complained  about. 

It  was  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  on  5 occasions 
for  offences  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  3 of  these 
involved  smoking  whilst  handling  food,  and  2 were  for  the 
sale  of  unsound  food.  All  proceedings  v/ere  successful. 

Lectures  on  Pood  Hygiene  were  again  given  by  your  Public 
Health  Inspectors  to  senior  pupils  at  schools  who  were  in  their 
last  year.  In  addition,  lectures  were  given  to  persons  engaged 
in  the  food  trade  and  also  to  various  classes  at  the  West 
Suffolk  College  of  Purther  Education.  Your  Public  Health 
Inspectors  were  also  instrumental  in  organising  and  lecturing  at 
courses  of  instruction  on  poultry  inspection,  with  this  College. 


MILK 


All  milk  sold  within  the  Borough  is  designated  under  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1963o  56  samples  of 

pasteurised  milk  from  Bury  St.  Edmunds  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Cambridge  by  the  Chief  Inspector 
of  Weights  and  Measures  of  the  West  Suffolk  County  Council 
and  copies  of  the  laboratory  reports  show  that  they  all 
passed  the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test. 


ICE  CREAM 


73  (58)  premises  are  now  registered  for  the  storage  and 
sale  of  ice  cream  under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 » 

During  the  year,  92  (90)  samples  were  taken,  79  of  these 
were  classified  in  Grade  1,  10  were  in  Grade  2,  2 were  in 
Grade  3 and  1 in  Grade  4.  Unclean  conditions  were  the  cause  of 
the  3 lower  grade  samples.  This  was  quickly  rectified  and 
further  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION;-  The  slaughtering  hours 
were  fixed  in  1966  and  there  have  been  very  few  occasions  when  the 
necessity  has  arisen  for  hours  to  he  extendedo  The  two  slaughter- 
houses have  been  busy  throughout  the  year  and  65,675  animals  were 
killed  - the  highest  figure  ever  recorded  in  the  Borough.  It  is 
probable  that,  but  for  the  very  serious  outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth 
disease  during  the  last  two  months  of  the  year,  this  figure  would 
have  been  very  much  higher. 

The  licence  has  been  renewed  to  a poultry  packing  station  for 
the  slaughter  of  rabbits.  The  number  of  rabbits  killed  has  also 
increased. 

The  percentage  of  cattle  found  infected  with  Tuberculosis 
was  smaller  - 0ol2>  as  against  0.155^  in  1966. 

Viable  cysts  of  Cysticercus  bovis  were  found  in  only  0.27?^  of 
all  the  cattle  inspected.  This  is  a great  reduction  from  other 
years,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  previously  non  viable  cysts 
(those  that  have  become  degenerate)  were  included  in  the  figures. 
During  the  latter  months  of  the  year  there  were  two  incidents  of 
suspected  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  but  fortunately  neither  was 
confirmed.

POULTRY:-  Within  the  Borough  there  are  4 poultry  processing 
premises  in  daily  use.  In  addition,  there  is  one  further 
establishment  which  is  used  on  occasions  only.  Regular  daily 
visits  were  paid  to  these  premises. 

The  birds  processed  at  these  premises  were  broilers,  hens, 
capons  and  cockerels,  and  it  is  estimated  that  the  total  number 
of  birds  processed  in  the  year  was  between  As  and  5 million. 

The  number  of  birds  which  were  rejected  as  being  unfit  for 
human  consumption  was  43,263  which  is  under  1?S  of  the  estimated 
throughput.  The  birds  condemned  had  a weight  of  56  tons,  6 cwts. 
3 qrs.  15  lb  .

Disease  (Controlled  Areas)  Special  Order  No.  10.  which  came 
into  force  on  the  l8th  day  of  November,  1967  and  regrettably 
was  still  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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During  this  period^  straw  mats  were  laid  at  all  the 
entrances  to  the  market  and  very  strict  enforcement  of  the 
Diseases  of  Animals  Act  was  carried  out  at  the  market  hy  your 
Inspectorso

Rat  infestation  within  the  Borough  remained  small  during  the 
year,  although  a heavy  infestation  had  to  he  dealt  with  at  the 
Council® s refuse  tip  at  West  Stowo  However,  as  infestations 
appear  to  he  heavy  in  East  Anglia,  it  is  very  pleasing  to  report 
that  we  were  only  getting  minor  infestations  within  the  Borougho 

The  Rodent  Operator  made  1,065  inspections  and  483  treat- 
ments were  carried  out.. 

During  the  summer  months  there  were  heavy  earwig  infest= 
at ions  in  many  of  the  new  Council  houses o These  were

At  the  31st  December,  1967,  435  (450)  premises  were 
registered  with  this  Authority  - 150  (145)  of  these  were 
inspected  and  601  (505)  visits  were  made  under  the  Acto  6 (5) 
accidents  were  reported,  all  of  which  were  investigated  and  in  no 
case  was  any  further  action  necessaryo 

3,417  (3,394)  persons  were  employed  in  these  registered 
premiseso  572  (524)  contraventions  of  various  types  were  dealt 
with  informally. 

Byelaws  in  respect  of  Hairdressers  and  Barbers  Shops  came 
into  force  during  the  year,  and  all  those  premises  were

It  is  unfortunate 
that  the  number  of  inspections  this  year  has  been  unavoidably  reduced. 

Regular  inspection  of  such  premises  is  most  important  for,  if  this  is 
neglected,  at  some  premises  the  standards  tend  to  become  lower.

HOUSING 


The  Ministry  of  Health  no  longer  requires  details  of  housing 
matters  to  be  included  in  the  Annual  Report  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health, 
but  in  view  of  the  amount  of  time  devoted  by  your  Officers  to  this 
subject,  some  brief  notes  are  recorded  below:- 

Building  Progress  - New  housing  accomodation  provided  during  19^7 
was  as  follows:-

During  the  past  15  years  there  have  been  great  changes  in  the 
general  housing  waiting  list  and  today,  people  suffering  from  the 
problems  of  living  with  relatives  or  occupying  houses  which  lack  modern 
amenities  are  often  rehoused  within  periods  falling  between  6 and  15 
months  after  application®  This  is  a great  improvement® 

OVERCROWDING:-  One  case  of  overcrowding  was  abated  during  the  year 
but  four  other  cases  are  known  to  exist  which  require  attention. 

SLUM  CLEARANCE:-  Progress  continues  to  be  satisfactory.  During  the 
year  46  (39)  houses  were  demolished  and  64  (64)  families  involving 
176  (158)  persons  were  displaced®  It  is  expected  that  the  slum 
clearance  programme  which  was  started  in  1954  will  now  be  completed  in 

1975o 
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Three  Clearance  Orders  were  made  in  1967  - in  Tollgate 
Lane,  Ipswich  Street  and  Mill  Road.  They  were  still  awaiting 
confirmation  at,  the  end  of  the  year.  Sto  Edmunds  Place 
Clearance  Order  was  confirmed  during  the  year  and  the  re- 
housing of  the  tenants  is  now  in  progress. 


HOUSINO  REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS:-  A third  area  was 
surveyed  during  the  year  with  a view  to  declaring  it  to  he  an 
improvement  area  hut,  upon  completion,  it  was  found  that  the 
number  of  houses  actually  tenanted  was  so  small  that  further 
action  was  not  necessary.  However,  the  time  was  not  wasted 
as  several  owner/occupiers  were  persuaded  to  improve  their 
properties. 

Following  routine  inspections  and  complaints  161  (169) 
unfit  or  defective  houses  were  repaired  as  a result  of  formal 
or  informal  action  hy  your  Inspectors.  By  the  end  of  the 
year,  21  (21)  standard  and  19  1 27)  discretionary  improvement 
grants  had  been  paid.
